A number 
of .speeches were made on the 
occasion.”

As a m inister of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church from 
1891 to I 
1898, 
he 
served 
pastorates 
at

St. 
John’s. 
Mich. 
Withdrawing 
from the ministry of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church in 1899, he be­ 
came pastor of the First Congre­ 
gational Church at Mt. Vernon. 
N, Y. Several years later he be­ 
came general secretary of the 
National Child Labor Committee. 
In 1929 he became general secre­ 
tary of the Children’s Aid Society 
of New Yolk City and served in 
that capacity until 1935.

tion. He was a former president 
of the

social work and was active in the 
Child Welfare League of America 
and the Protestant Social Service. 
He was also a member of the 
American Association for Labor 
Legislation, the American Politi­ 
cal Science Association and other 
related national organizations.

NEW YORK (AP)—A revision 
of safe driver insurance plan, an­ 
nounced today, will result in lower 
premiums for some Pennsylvania 
motorists. 
The changes have to do with the 
point system under which drivers 
are given demerits for traffic vio­ 
lations. 
The premium rate—now and un­ 
der the changes effective July I 
is reckoned by the number of 
points assigned to a motorist by 
the state. 
Basic premiums for car insur 
ante also are being rev ised dow n- 
ward on an average of 2.4 per 
cent for automobile physical dam­ 
age 
(w’hich reimburses the in­ 
sured for damage to his own car) 
and lo per cent for medical pay­ 
ments coverage.

who brought Castro to power. This 
is at once the major strength and 
weakness of the book. "Listen. 
Yankee” is not an objective study. 
But. for one who wishes to become 
acquainted with the official doc­ 
trine of the Cuban revolution. 
Mills’ angry diatribe will be a 
useful source. 
It is still too early to expect a 
definitive study of the Cuban revo­ 
lution. but none too soon for Amer­ 
icans to search for an understand­ 
ing of the issues involved.

TAYLOR ROLE 
IN DECISIONS 
IS UNCERTAIN

WASHINGTON T A P '-S till un­ 
clear is whether President Ken­ 
nedy has picked Gen. Maxwell D 
Taylor as just one more adviser 
among a bundle of advisers or 
whether he 
brought him in 
to 
short-circuit some of the others. 
Kennedy is knee-deep in advis­ 
ers. of whom McGeorge Bundy, 
former Harvard dean, is the spe­ 
cialist on security affairs which 
include defense and intelligence 
and. perhaps, foreign policy. 
Taylor, 60. former Army chief 
of staff who retired in 1959 in pro­ 
test against President Eisenhow­ 
er’s defense policies, will be Ken­ 
nedy's military adviser, working 
primarily in the military' and in­ 
telligence fields. 
BUNDY POSITION 
This seems to leave Bundy's po­ 
sition foggy. He was one of those 
who sat in with the President 
when the decision was made to 
iet the disastrous Cuban invasion 
begin. But so did Gen. Lyman 
Limnitzer, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 
Taylor, who has just completed 
for Kennedy a study of the Cuban 
failure, is against the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff system altogether. 
Not long after his 1959 retire­ 
ment Taylor wrote in Look m aga­ 
zine that the joint chiefs hadn't 
been able to produce “an agreed 
military strategy of their own.” 
that the system was a failure and 
should be abolished. 
SINGLE DEFENSE CHIEF 


And in his 1960 book. “Tile Un­ 
certain 
Trum pet.” 
Taylor 
pro­ 
posed that the joint chiefs be re­ 
placed by a single defense chief 
of staff and an advisory board 
he calk'd the supreme military 
council 
So now 
Taylor 
who doesn't 


think the joint chiefs should exist, 
will be dealing with them, at the 
same time, having the President’s 
ear. His office will be in the 
White House. 
The White House said Taylor 
would not be ‘‘interposed” be­ 
tween 
Kennedy 
and 
the 
joint 
chiefs or the Security Council or 
the secretary of defense. Robert 
S. McNamara, who has defended 
the chiefs from criticism in the 
Cuban expedition. 
HAS INFLUENCE 
Taylor apparently already has 
had quite an 
influence on 
the 
President. 
Kennedy, last March 28 in a 
special defense message to Con­ 
gress, cast aside the philosophy ol 
“massive 
retaliation” 
as 
this 
country’ 
all-purpose war deter­ 
rent. 
Instead, 
he plugged for the 
“balance 
of 
forces” 
concept. 
which means being prepared for 
any kind of war. Nearly all he 
recommended had been outlined 
earlier in the year by Taylor in 
the January issue of Foreign Af­ 
fairs Quarterly. 
PROPOSALS LISTED 
What Taylor suggested — and 
Kennedy proposed to C ongress- 
included: 
A long-term reappraisal of the 
nation’s military goals em! strat­ 
egy: 
immediate 
modernization 
and 
expansion 
of 
the 
nation’s 
forces for limited war; a long- 
ranRe missile system that can bi1 
moved around instead of being 
stationary. 
In addition: at this 
moment. 


when Soviet Prem ier Khrushchev 
is building a crisis on Berlin. Tay 
lor is a man who not only had 
military experience in Berlin but 
has very positive opinions about 
defending it. 
BERLIN COMMANDER 
He was American commander 
in Berlin from 1949 to 1951. He 
thinks this city, 110 miles inside 
Communist 
East Germany and 
the Western outpost in the Red 
world, must be defended. 
In a Chicago speech 14 months 
ago he said: “ Berlin is defensible 
through our clear determination 
to go all out. if necessary, in any 
kind of m ilitary operation which 
might be required by the situa­ 
tion. Berlin can be defended and. 
in my opinion, must be defend­ 
ed.” 
Taylor takes up his post in the 
White HoiL"e at the very moment 
when the Russians, Berliners and 
this country’s own allies are won­ 
dering just how tough Kennedy 
will 
be 
resisting 
the 
Khrush 
chevian pressures.

After five joint meetings, the 
committees have failed to agree 
on a single piece of the package 
it hopes to present for House and 
Senate action. 
It has been deadlocked over the 
first item, school district reorgan­ 
ization. 
The next joint session has been 
scheduled tentatively for the later 
part of next week. probably July 
6. 
McCann said it was his under­ 
standing that the 30-day extension 
would be counted from the date 
of the next meeting. 
If the leaders go along, it would 
push off final adjournment until 
at least the first week of August.

ALL HANDS IN 
TOWER FOLLY

The House has a long history 
of opposition to school bills, hav­ 
ing killed three in the lad eight 
years. This time the addition of 
religious controversy to the nor 
mal opposition of conservatives 
has rn a cleche going even tougher. 
PARTY BLOW 
The threatened demise of the 
bills in the Rules Committee is 
q blow not only to Kennedy but 
to Speaker Sam Rayburn, who 
won a five-vote victory early in 
ihe session over Rep. Howard W. 
Smith, D-Va.. chairman of the 
Rules Committee, in a bitter tight 
for its control. 
When Rayburn 
won the way 
seemed open for Kennedy’s pro­ 
gram to get to the floor. But 
“vents have played into Smiths 
lands in the school fight and he 
tow appears firmly in control. 
Smith can nearly always count 
on tile votes of the five Republi­ 
cans on his committee and fellow 
Democrat William Calmer of Mis­ 
sissippi to defeat any administra­ 
tion bill calling for large expen­ 
ditures. 
Rayburn’s victory added two 
more nominal administration sup­ 
porters to tile committee, making 
an eight-man majority. But two 
Catholics among the eight, Reps. 
.James J. Delaney of New York 
and Thomas P. O'Neil Jr. of 
Massachusetts, joined Smith in 
holding up tile school bill. Their 
aim was to assure that aid for 
parochial schools was added to 
the defense education measure. 
Tuesday the House Education 
and Labor Committee did just 
that, authorizing long-term loans 
for parochial schools for nonre­ 
ligious purposes. The bill now 
goes to the* Rules Committee and 
as of the moment that appears to 
lie the end of the line for both 
it and the public school bill. 
For Delaney has made it clear 
he will not vote to send the pub­ 
lic school bill to the floor until 
the Rules Committee approves 
the deieu-e education extension 
bill with its church school aid.
